Rulers, at all events, as trustees of rights 
other than their own --and each gener- 
ation of a people, as charged with the 
interesta: of successors in perpetuity--- 
have but a limited privilege of forbear- 
ance; the meekness of the saint would in 
them be treason to the world. 
international disputes, where each party 
may have a conviction of right, the con- 
troveray, but for the possibility of force, 
could havenoend. Itis a ielon to 
r 7 on courts as a substitute for armies, 
and to suppose that judicial decision can 
supersede military. ‘Ihe judge would 
be of small avai! without the constable:

need a European ariny to enforce his de- 
crees. Where the stake is large and the 
feeling strong, it is notorious that the pri- 
vate disputant rarely acqniesces in an 
arbitration that gocs against him; but 
carries his case to the last appeal, where 
it is stopped by a barrier of impassable 
force. Xou might as well pull down 
your jails in preparation for the assizes 
as destroy your fleets and arsenals in 
quest of international arbitration. We 
speak only of the ultimate theory of this 
matter, and simply affirm that whatever 
law and government exist, somewhere in 
the background force must lurk.
